There is little else one can tiunk 
about in this hot and humid weath­ 
er except when the cool breezes 
and blue cleai skies Ulster County 
is noted for, will appear. Modern 
refrigeration, electric fans, and air 
conditioning 
brings some relief, 
but years ago everyone depended 
on natural ice. This weather eats 
the ice right up. Years ago ice 
houses were all along around Hud­ 
son River shores. That ice was 
natural right from the river, lakes

thick enough and in quantity. One 
wonders 
what those ice houses 
were built of. 1 see in a book 
called "Our Catskill Mountains," 
by II. A. Haring, that they were 
built of hemlock. 
He explains why hemlock was 
best suited. It seems this wood had 
a superior quality of insulation. 
The wood was of low specific grav­ 
ity and highly porous, and ex­ 
cellent for outdoor exposure with­ 
out paint. The knots were 
and tight, and even the 


mon-grade” boards were remark­ 
able free from defects. The bark 
of the hemlock was used for tan­ 
ning leather and 1 always had an 
idea the lumber itself was wasted. 
Mr. Haring writes, "th.it the wood 
splinters when worked." It is por­ 
ous and only good for rough lum­ 
ber, and was used for barns and 
outbuildings, 
docking, 
roadways, 
and the like. Sometimes one is in 
need of just this type of lumber 
for a specific purpose.” 
He even goes so far as to men­ 
tion that there were two lumber 
yards in Kingston who made a 
speciality of hemlock, but ho olso 
writes: “ Not one per cent of the 
hemlock timber was ever moved 
a foot from the spot where the 
trees tell," 
One often heard of the plank 
roads. There is mention in this 
hook of what they were made of. 
especially the “ plank toll road" 
from Kingston to Pine Hill which 
was repaired yearly during tannery 
days. Sections of this road had to 
small ¡be rep]anked. He wrote that three 
’com- inch hemlock was used for this 


purpose. He gives price as $5 per 
1,000 board foot, delivered along­ 
side the* road, but if delivered to 
Kingston this hemlock would he 
about $12 for the same amount. 
He quotes one authority: ‘ The 
plank road furnished about 
the 
only market for hemlock lumber 
there was at the time the magnifi­ 
cent sum of $a per 1.000 feet being 
paid for hemlock planks." He alsv 
wrote that farmers often used hem­ 
lock planks, and the “ slabs" from 
a sawmill, to build the "lane" 
from the public road to their farm 
houses. Others used the slabs for 
other lanes necessary

He further says that the modern; 
possessor of a farm where this was 
J done, finds the completely rotted! 
road planks (intermingled hemlock! 
j humus and soil) to be a perfect 
I fertilizer for those trees and shrubs 
which require an “ acid" soil. He 
also says that this is what is carted 
to a modern "city man's cottage" j 


i to form a most perfect foundation 
for law n and shrubbery. Sadly to 
I say most of the trees were stripped» 


of their hark for fanning and the 
trunks left to rot on the ground. 
When this ground was wanted for 
farming, the trunks were hauled 
into piles and burned 
During the tannery days, 
the 
hemlock bark was dragged over 
winter snow from summits .12 to 
15 miles away.
